OB  28  Aug  49,  obaenred  from  the  Id  Ranaaille,  TTaabingtcn,  f^ing 

dlaoa**three  in  all«<>idiloh  appeared  to  be  apprcxiaately  10,000  feet  altitude, 
flying  horltontally*  The  objeota  appeared  to  be  flat  end  made  of  aluminum  or 
atainleea  ateel,  approximately  25-50  feet  in  diameter.  They  bad  bo  projeotiona 
or  Borlng  parta,  and  no  aounda  emanated  from  then.  The  objeota  did  not  apoear 
to  be  on  any  definite  pattern  or  mlaaion,  and  faded  from  Tlew  after  being  alghted 
for  approximately  one  and  one-half  to  two  minutea.  The  four  obaervera  are  oon- 
aidered  reliable  and  truatworthy.  Hone  of  them  vere  wearing  glaaaea  at  the  time 
of  their  obaerratlon.  Weather  Bequenoea  Indicate  that  the  weather  at  the  tine 
of  the  obeervation,  1800-1830  hre,  28  Aug  49,  waa  clear,  with  Tlaibility  of  at 
least  20  miles,  no  olouda  and  no  change  in  weather;  winds  aloft  ware  appr^iaate- 
ly  180^,  16  knots.  Ho  scheduled  flights  were  reported  in  the  area  between  1800 
and  1630  hra,  28  Aug  49,  and  no  testing  deTloes  were  reported  released  in  the 
Ticinity  by  Ordnance,  Kary,  Air  Force,  Any,  Weather  UBita  or  other  research 
organ! tail one,  except  that  a large  weather  l^lloon  waa  released  by  the  Sand 
Point  Weather  Station,  Seattle,  Waahingtw,  between  1800  «d  1900_hra^^2j'Xug  49.

Taocoa,  Washington,  was  intex^ewed  and  stated  in  substance  as  follows i That 
6 A^S  ^9,  he  and  his  wife,  were  at  the  hone  of  a friend, 

HsnsTllle,  Kitsap  County,  Washington;  that  on  that  date,  between 
1800  and  18S0  hours,  they  were  sitting  in  the^Vli^K  home , looking  out  a large 
double  window  to  the  Horth,  ?d\en  they  obserred  unidentified  flying  objects  at 
apprcDdnately  10,000  feet  altitude,  about  one  or  one  and  one>half  niles  to  the 
Worth  of  their  position,  flying  horiftontally  at  approximately  a 45®  angle  abore 
the  horiion;  th^  he  obserred  only  om  of  these  objeota.-idUch^he  saw  at  least 
three  tines,  bu-rhTF[wif>r^tateA^nhalaawrtHM  objeots;  that  the  object 

was  in  his~  sight  sipproidBately  one  and  one*half  to  two  aiinutes.  Re  further  stated 
that  tb9  object  appeared  to  be  alumimim  or  stainless  steel;  that  it  was  flat  like 
a silwer  dollar,  and  a eonserratiTe  estimate  would  be  that  the  object  was  twen^- 
fiwe  to  thirty  feet  across ; that  nothing  was  noted  projecting  from  the  object, 
such  as  fins,  tail,  wings,  etc.  When  the  objeet  was  first  obserred,  it  appeared 
to  be  turning  and  was  on  an  angle,  and  finally  disappeared  to  the  North.  The 
object  seemed  to  be  turning  on  a slope,  with  no  apparent  purpose  in  mind.  A 
sli^t  cloud  of  smoke  seemed  to  appear  as  the  turn  was  being  negotiated.  The 
noke  was  in  a streak  approximately  six  inches  wide  and  four  or  fire  feet  long 
frcB  his  position;  there  was  no  odor;  the  smoke  was  not  in  spurts,  and  eraporated 
iMsdiately. 

W*  stated  that  there  were  no  olouds  In  the  sky;  that  the  objeet  was 

mot  luminous  and  had  no  lights,  either  attached  or  refleoted;  that  the  object 
did  not  sesm  to  hare  any  morlng  parts,  such  as  propeller,  rotating  oylinder  or 
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ooMf  rotor,  oerodyBuoio  races,  oto*,  sad  did  not  hnre  risible  exhaust,  slots, 
duet  openings,  or  Jet  openings*  The  object  did  not  appear  to  be  controlled  or 
stabilised  and  did  not  seen  to  be  on  any  definite  pattern  or  siisslon.  It  ap- 


peared to  be  tossing  around  and  turning  quite  slowly,  and  then  faded  from  riev 
■o  Botor  or  other  sound  was  heard  by4HW  ^ ooming  from  the  flying  object* 


4*  On  20  Sept  49,  interriewed  and  rerifled  the 

statsBsnts  sade  by  her  husband,  with  the  exception  that,  in  regard  to  the  tactics 
and  naneurers  of  the  three  flying  objects  obaerred  by  her,  they  simply  seemed  to 
be  fluttering  in  the  breese,  going  up  and  down,  with  no  apparent  course*  She 
further  stated  that  approximately  a year  ago  she  had  obserred  what  she  now  belieres 
were  flying  discs  near  Yakima,  Washington,  but  had  never  reported  them  inasmuch  as 
she  felt  at  that  time  that  they  were  aircraft  of  sose  kind  belonging  to  the  United 
States*  She  did  state,  howsTer,  that  on  the  ocoasion  of  subject  incident  she 
was  osrtain  that  idiat  she  saw  must  hare  been  flying  discs*

Bansville,  Washington*  Bansrille  is  a small  town  aj^roximately  two 
and  one-half  miles  directly  West  of  "Point  No  Point",  Washington,  and  approximate 
ly  twen^  airline  miles  North  Northwest  of  Seattle,  Washington*  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
MnOfUSifei  were  interviewed  on  8 Oct  49  and,  in  substance,  oorroborated  the 
statements  given  by  Mr*  and  Ifre.im^Blhas  set  forth  above,  the  only  exceptions 
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btln^  th&t  both  tho  statod  thojr  obiorred  tiro  asall  objoeta  and  oca 

lar^o  objoot.  The  laaller  objooto  oaeiMd  to  be  approximately  tiren^  feet  is 
diameter,  while  the  larger  object  appeared  to  be  thirty  to  tolrty-fiTe  feet  in 
diameter*  Both  etated  the  objeota  were  traTelling  in  a Southerly  direotion  and

1790  and  1890,  28  August  1949,  Winds  aloft  between  1780  - 1830  hours  (PST)  were 
reeorded  as  approximately  180^,  15  knots,  on  28  Aug  49*  SUITB  farther  adrised 
that  between  1800  and  1900  hours,  28  Aug  49,  the  Sand  Point  Weather  Station, 
Seattle,  Washington,  released  a large  weather  balloon*  Ho  soheduled  flights  were 
reported  in  the  area  between  the  hours  of  1600  and  1880  hours , 28  Aug  49,  and  no 
testing  derioes  other  than  the  aforementioned  balloon  were  reported  as  being  re- 
leased in  this  Tioini^  by  Ordnance,  Hary,  Air  Foroe,  Amy  Weather  Units  or  other
